At 9:45 o'clock to-night the battle of the
hallots ended in a victory for Charles F.
Orisp, of Georgis, and for the coming two
vears he will preside over the National
House of Representatives. Thirty ballots
were required to place him in nominstion
in the Democratic cancus, and the contest,
from start to finish, has been one of the
most intense interest, and the meost de-
termined on the part of the managers of the
respective candidates

When the cancus sdjourned on Saturday
night it was #till anybody's battle. The
two leaders in the race were near each
other, and there were many features of the
situstion that made the nomination of any
of the three lesser candidates by no means

improbable. 1In fect, it was not beyond the
bounds of probability that some new candi-
date, not at that time presenied to the ean-
eus, might step into the srena and carry off
the prize.

Endeavors to End the Struggle.

Every argument and device that could be
emploved by honorable contestants was
brought into use to end the contest this
morning. A day of persuasion and en-
treaty was found to have been lost whea the
first ballot was taken this morming, the
leaders being still in touching distance of
each other, and the three weaker candidates
#till holding a respectable portion of their
sirength.

At no time up to the point where Crisp
received within two votes of enough to nom-
inate was the outeome by any means certain,
1hough toward the close it was apparent that
hewas drawinge away from Mille. The reeess
nt 6 o'clock this evening was something of
sn advantaze to Mr. Crisp. There was a
determination on the part of the Democrats
participating in the caucus to end the strug-
gle before a hopeless deadlock should oceur
which would inevitably breed party dissen-
vions and impair the usefulness of a Demo-

* eratic House during the next two years.
Crisp  being in the lead, naturally profited
by this sentiment,

A Sharp Finish Beiween the Leaders,

Tt was the determination of the majority
of the caucus, Hatch having retired pefore
the evening recess, to likewise compel Me-
Millin and Springer to get off the track.
The purpose was to make the issue between
the two leaders, when a single ballot wonid
end the siruggle and close up the ranks
solidly for the work that is to be done at
this session.

Immediately after the reassembling of
the ecamcus, it was annonneced that not
longer than two hours would be required to
end the struggle. This prediction was justi-
fied, as MeMillin was finelly pushed from
the track, though Springer still retsined his
hold on the eight stounch supporters whoe
had never left his standard until the end
was almoss attained.

Finally a break came in the Mills col-
umn. Stahlnecker, of New York, deseried
the Texan and cast his fortunes with the
candidate from Georgia This was ominous
tor the Mills men. It foreshadowed what
was to enme, ns both Crisp and Mills - hsd
up (o this siage retwined all of their original
support.

MoMillin Tries to Stein the Tide.

MeMillin then undertook to turn the tide.
He entered the cauvcus and withdrew his
name, using the opportunity to ehange the
palpsble drift of sentiment for Crisp by
making 8 speech insisting dh the nomina-
tion of Mills. This effort on his part was a
fine piece of loyalty toward Mills, but it
did not have the effect intended, and Mr.
MeMillin must have felt that it would not
be effectoal, for there was & marked lack of
confidence in his words as they were poured
upon the csucus. The next ballot showed
that he was unable to transfer the vote that
had up to this period unwaveringly sup-
ported him.

The Crisp managers had calculated cor-
recily, and, when Mr. MecMillin retired
from the field, they gathered in enough of
the Tennesseean’s followers to put their
leader within two votes of a nomination.
There was then only the chance that Mr.
Urisp might be beaten by s seratch.

 rinp's Headgunrters Hastily Crowded.

The cutside admirers of the Georgian

were cheering in the corridors, taking it |

for granted thal victory was at hand, The
eommittee room, which had been occupied
for two dars as the headquariers of Crisp,
was swamped in a erush of people rushing
in to tender their congratulations. He
cheerfully, but compesedly, advised his
friends 1o wait until the other two votes
were secured.

1t wagy only & few moments Ister when
Bourke Cochiran rmshed in and fell upon the
(3eorgian candidate, snnouncing that the
final re<nlt had been reached. A wild and
uproarous cheer broke from the crowd pres-
rnt, while the outsiders almost tore down
the doors endeavoring to get a handshake.
Books from the committee library were
hurled in the air, and there was never shout
the Capitol a more gennine outhurst of
enthusigsm in connection with the sucecess
of a candidate.

The Popular Candidate’s Victory.

From the beginning of the contest Mr.
Crizp has had the popular support. His
presence was Tequired in the csucus in
order that he might make the usual ac-
knowledgments, but it was a difficult task
to get him through the narrow corrider

members about him engaged in hand shak-
ing made it difficult to determine who was
doing the honors 1t was the enthusiastic

Crisp Outspoken for Tariill Reform.

Two More Jnst Like Springer,

The three votes which brought the con-
tesi to an end were those of AMcAleer, of
Penunsylvanis; Stockdale, of Mississippi,
and Springer, of Illinois. Mr. Springer
rarely gets left in o finish of this sort, and
be justified his reputation on this occasion.

Naturally there was a great interest abont
the Mills headquurters to see how he took
bis defeat. There was a large party of his
friends surrounding him, and no one ex-
pressed dissatisfaction at the result, though
a deyih of unexpressed fecling was mani-
fested. Mr orrison answered all in-
quires, and to interviewers said that the
Mills following cheerfully scquiesced in
the nomination, and that the Democratie
purty would continue to do business at the
ald stand without internal frietion.

1t is believed that Crisp will tender to
Mills his old place at the head of the Ways
and Means Committee, and thus avoid any
charge that his sclection as Speaker means
any buckward step in the cause of tariff re-
form, At the same time, 1t is equally well
understood that more Northern men will
find places on the confmittee than when it
was organized by Speaker Carlisle.

THE POLITICAL DEAL WITH A RAIL-
ROAD SYNDIC.

In Exchange for a Loan by the Oclopus,
the Boston and Maine Influence Ia
to Be Usoed to Make Massachusetts
Democratie.

BosroN, Dee. 7.—[Special. ]—There is
said to be an interesting politiesl conspir-
acr in the new deal in the management of
the Boston and Maine Railrond. The syn.
dieate which has been behind this extensive
svstem is said to have made a deal with
the Standard Oil magnates, by which
the influence of the syndieate was to
be used in ithe endeavor to maks Massachu-
setts, as well ns New Hampshire, Demo-
cratio in the next general election in ex-
change for a loan of $2,000,000, and that W.
C. Whitner’s access to the Board of Di-
rectors is & part of the new deal.

1t is ailegzed that the names of four men,
who would have mdded great strength to
the Boston and Maine management, had
been secured fdast week, and that these
four,  wiih their friends, wers
to lnan the syndieate $2,000,-
000; but as the new aecessions
were not satistaciory to the political man-
agement-of the road, they were thrown over
and the Standard 0il magnaten were ap-
pealed to with results yet to be actually de-
veloped. .

Death Currents Are Thrice
Brutal Murderer.

THE SAME AWFUL SCENES

As Those Enacted at the Previous
Flectrocutions Repeated.

TWO WITNESSES TELL THE TALE.

They Flatly Declare the Execation s
Ghastly Failure, While

THE DOCTORS SAY 1T WAS A SUCCESS

[SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATCN.]
8ix6 Bixg, Dee. 7.—A few minutes afier
noon to-day the soul of Martin D. Loppy,
the brutal wife murderer, was sent betora
its Maker. Loppy was the sixth person to
suffer legal death by electricity in this
Siate,

The execution was a success—so the
execationers say—but the witnesses
tell of the same  horrible econ-
tortions, the attempts ot respirstion
after the current was turned off, the awful
groans and the burning flesh that they told
of when Kemmler was killed at Auburn,
and when Sloeum, and Smiler, and Wood
and Jugiro were killed at Sing Sing.

Loppy did not meet bis death as bravely
a4 his predecessors in the fatal chair, thongh
he bad said he was anxious te die. He was
more like the cowardly, eringing being that
his erime showed him tobe. At thelasts
moment he went to pieces. He had not the
power to resist.

Had to Be Held in Place.

He had not even the nerve to hold him-
gelf erect in the ehair while the endless de-
tails, that of necessity. are a part of the
new fangled method of killing, were carried
out. He had to be held in place in the
chair while the straps were adjusted. His
eyes rolled in terror when the electrodes
that carried the lightning cnrrent into his
body were adjusted. He could not speak.
He bade no one good-by. Bound tightly to
the chair, he met his death mutely.

Warden Brown, of the prison, had said
that Loppy’s killing should be mors of a
suceess from a scientific point of view than
had been the killings of the other four at
the Sing Bing prison. Perhaps it was, Per-
haps the scientific witnesses enjoved it.
But to the lay witnesses it was awful, and
they told of it, despite the iron-clad oath
to seerecy that accompanied, sud was s con-
dition of the aeceptance of their invitation
to witness the tragedy. .

The Witnesses Appear on the Scene.

The witnesses, nearly all medical men,
began arriving in Sing Sing early in the
morning. The 7:30 train from New York
brought & number. The train irom Albany,
which arrived about the same time, brought
more. Dr. Carloa MeDonaid, Deputy
Coroner Jenkins, Dr. Brill, Dr. Hoiliston,
of Bellevue, and Dr. Gieson, srrived to-

dhtﬂ.ri:!‘y after 9 o'elock. They weut
ﬁml to the prison nader the gui of
Warden Brown.

It had been given out that the execution
would not take place before to-morrow
morni The arrival of these wilnesses
was a tip for balt the people in town, and,
though the min eame down in sheets, a
erowd gathered and fringed the brow of the
hill, st the foot of which is the prison.

Their eyes were set on the flagstaff that
rises high above the building, just back of
the cupolo. The warden had promised that
the hoisting of a flag on that pole should
announce the death of the murderer five
minuntes after it had taken place. Twelre
o’clock came, and the big whistle in the
enrine room shrieked the hour.

Then an undnisb#e something came ovar
the ecrowd. In another moment s black flag

above the cupola. It was the flag
that bad announced the desth of Wood four
months before. There wus a hustling for
earriages, and in a few minutes more tha
news of Loppy’s end was flashing over the
country.
Two Men Tell the Tale.

Chaplain Edgarion hurried out of the
entrance & few minutes later.

“No, no,"" he said; “I can’t alk. Bat it
was just like the others. Hedied thesame.*
From then until 2 o'clock witnesses con-
tinued leaving the prison at interval of a
few minutes. They all told the same stofy,
